S. M. CuLLOM, 
Cause Of the Withdrawal. 


The reason for the Senator’s course is found 
in the statement in his letter to Mr.\Roche 
that the people seem to desire the renomina- 
tion of Prosident Harrison. He himself in- 
dorses the administration strongly and pleads 
for harmony in the cuming contest. Letters 
and telegrams have been going and coming 
between Chicago and Washington for several 
days, and the course Senator Cullum has de- 
cided on has been iargely influenced by the 
advice of his closest friends in Illinois. He 
himself realized that without a united delega- 


tiou from his own State it would be useless to 


go into the Minneapolis convention. Some 


promises of support in the South and in the 


Northwest had been given him, while the 
anti-administration people in New York 
had also held out hopes. But all these 
were conditional’ on a hearty support 
His Senatorial colleagues 

had also shown a friendly interest growing 
out of their knowledge of his capabilities in 
public life. But all these considerations 
counted for nothing without Illinois at his 
back. As the Prairie State did not seem in- 
clined to give a spontaneous indorsement, and 
as he would not leave his Senatorial duties to 
go out and make a fight, Senator Cullom’s 
If by any chance 
it should develop in the Minneapolis conven- 
tion that President Harrison is not the choice 


of a majority of delegates Cullom will be in a 
position to get the benefit. His avowed pur- 


pose, however, is to take no part in influenc- 
ing the selections to be made by the district 
conventions.

Under all the circumstances there was not 
much surprise among well-posted politicians 
last evening when it was announced that Sen- 
ator Culiom had written to ex-Mayor Roche 
announcing that he will not be a candidate 
before the National Republican convention 
next June. 

announcement was received with a sigh 
of relief by many. It relieves them from an 
embarrassing position. This is especially true 
of the Federal ‘officers here. They consider 


themselves under obligations to Cullom. At 


the same time they are loyal to Harrison. 
They can now declare themselves for Harri- 
son without offending the Republican Senator 
from this State. 

But what will be the effect on the canvass 
forghe State officers? Had Senator Cullom 
anvounced a month earlier that he was not a 
candidate for President there is little doubt 
that Judge Collins’ chances for the nomina- 
tion for Governor would be better than they 
are. But mistakenly or otherwise, Judge Col- 
lins’ candidacy was mixed up with the candi- 
dacy of Senator Cullom. Gov. Fifer at the 
same time has been a pronounced Harrison 
man. He has benefited by the sentiment in 
favor of Hürrison. That hes been shown in a 
marked manner by the resolftion in favor of 
Harrison and Fifer in the Livingston County 
convention Tuesday and in the Kankakee 
County convention yesterday. It may be that 
Judge Collins, now that he can declare for the 
renomination of Harrison as fully and as em- 
phatically as Gov. Fifer, may recover lost 
ground and may be able to make suffi- 
cient headway to justify the sanguine 
hopes of himself and his friends. But there is 
a feeling that the letter is too late to greatly 
benefit the Cook County Judge. John R. 
Tanner is the candidate for a State office who 
will be benefited most by Cullom’s with- 
drawal, itis believed. He is recognized as 
Cullom’s friend and there will be a feeling 
that he ought to be spared. 

Predicted in “The Tribune.“ 

The withdrawal of Senator Cullom was pre- 
dicted m Tun Tune Tuesday morning, and 
the reasons then given why he contemplated 
withdrawal are undoubtedly those that im- 
pelled him to action. 

Gov. Fifer was in the city yesterday. He 1s 
confident that he will be renominated and 
points to the long list of county conventions 
which have instructed for him as reason for 
the faith within him. He was especialiy 
gratified with the action of the Livingston 
and Kankakee County conventions. Both 
send large and influcntial delegations to 
Springfield, The list of Fifer successes has 
been almost unbroken thus far. But Judge 
Coliins’ friends are not cast down by any 
means, They say that they will get the sup- 
port of most of the uninstructed delegates for 
their candidate, and they insist that they will 
have a majority of the delegates from Cook 
County. “We will appeal to the reason, the 
judgment, the good sense of the voters.“ they 
say, and the voter cannot fail to recognize in 
Judge Collins the most available candidate.“

What Ex-Mayor Roche Says of Cullom’s 
Withdrawal. 

Ex-Mayor Roche was shown the letter to 
himself from Senator Cullom last night by a 
reporter for Tun Txisune. He knew nothing 
of the letter until then. “He said: 

„Well, I think it is pretty good when the 
newspapers get a man's correspondence be- 
fore he sees it himself. 

After reading the letter he said: 

“It is a splendid letter. It explains itself 
so thorbughly that there is nothing left for me 
to say. I feel that I am a friend of Senator 
Cullom, and I would do anything to aid him 
in whatsoever he might undertake. The let- 
ter is frank and manly—just like the 
Senator. I believe that if he chose to be 
a candidate he is stronger than any other 
candidate we have in the field today. He is 
undoubtedly the leader of the party in this 
State and I think it becomes us at this time 
to confer with him relative to affairs in the 
State of Illinois, Weneed all the help we 
can get and such aid as Senator Cullom can 
give us will be extremely welcome.

WIFE-MURDERER LYTLE WAS LYNCHED, 


Taken from the Jail After Midnight to Pay 
the Penaity of His Crime. 

Firpray, O., March 31.—About 1 o0’clock 
this morning a mob of 1,000 men surrounded 
the jail where Joseph Lytle, the man who as- 
saulted and fatally injured his wife and two 
daughters with a hatchet Wednesday morning, 
was contined. The windows of the jail were 
broken. The men procured oil-well drills and 
battered down the doors, and the murderous 
wretch was dr out into the street and 
taken to a) bri a short distance away. 
A rope was put around his neck 
and one end thrown over a cross 
piece of the structure. When the mob was 
in the act of pulling him up a shot 
from a revolver parted the rope and 
the wretch fell to the ground, 
but the mob was determined that he should 


die. He was quickly picked up and hustled to 


the nearest telegraph pole, where the lynching 
was completed. Lytle died without a struggle. 
He had evidently expected the fate he met, 
for he left a note asking that his body be 
turned over to his brother and that it be 
buried beside his mother. His victims are 
still alive, but the death of Mrs. Lytle and 
her daughter Della are hourly expected,

In a Friendly Spirit. 


Chairman Dockery explained the scope 
of the investigation. He particularly im- 
pressed on the World’s Fair people that his 
committee came here unprejudiced aid with 
the most friendly feeling. 

This mvestigation,” he said, will be 
thorough and absolutely impartial. I trust 
it goes’ without saying that we have no preju- 
dices against this big national enterprise. 
We desire only to comply with the resolution 
passed by Congress.” 

By this time messenger boys had brought 
bundles of books and documents and Presi- 
dent Palmer was asked if he was ready to an- 
swer questions. He said he was and present- 
ed a printed statement of 163 pages involving 
all the items of expenditure by the National 
Commission since its formation as well as 
estimates of the amount of money needed to 
conduct the affairs of the commission to the 
close of the Exposition. Among other qualifi- 
cations Mr. Docke-y brought with him as an 
investigator was the authority of a notary 
public, and he asked President Palmer to 
kindly swear to the accuracy of his report. 
This he aid, and President Baker went through 
a like ordeal. He vouched for the accuracy 
of his statement, embraced in a book of 137 
pages. Chairman Dockery didn’t examine 
the reports. He laid them aside and listened 
to a suggestion froin Director-General Davis 
that the committee visit headquarters in Jack- 
son Park to get a clear idea of how the 
World’s Fair is being built. He offered every 
assistance in aiding the committee. Presi- 
dent Baker did the samething. President 
Palmer offered his services and Chief of Con- 
struction Burnham was willing to furnish ad- 
ditional information. The World’s Fair peo- 
ple in fact assured the committee that they 
invited the fullest’ inspection into what had 
been done and what it is proposed to do. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer, through President 
Palmer, preferred a request that the commit- 
tee would grant her and other representatives 


of the Board of Lady Managers a special audi-

When inp 
charge of previous investigations I have been 
in receipt of a dozen or more anonymous 
communications purporting to show up the 
questionable motives inspiring appropria- 
tion. 

Mr. Dockery said the committee would 
probably visit Jackson Park some time today. 


HAVE FINALLY MADE UP A SLATE,

World’s Fair directors practically fixed up a 
slate yesterday and named those who are to 
be placed on the ticket and elected to the 
board next Saturday.

It was not until all the foregoing had taken 
place that the citizens of Terre Haute opened 
their eyes. The people of Terre Haute have 
been agreeable to almost everything the Coun- 
cil did, and the town ran wide open. 

Previous to the Carter street sewer contract 
the Council had let two dig contracts, one to 
Kisner for paving Main street and Sixth street 
with an Ohio brick to the amount of $140,000, 
and to Irwin & Maher for sewers to the 
amount of $100,000. The people concluded to 
look into these contracts. Delos W. M 
a millionaire who seldom bothered 
self about city affairs, headed the call 
for a meeting, which appointed an Ex- 
ecutive committee led by ex-Secretary 
of the Navy Thompson, to overhaul the 
records, bring the matter before the 
grand jury, and see if any “ boodle” had

It was made known that as yet no 
lawyer had been secured to act for the com- 
mittee; also that Capt. Fitch, the expert en- 
gineer, will not be employed by the Council 
committee, but by the Citizens’ Executive 
committee. The latter held four meetings to- 
day, and this evening had a consultation with 
the Judge of the Criminal Court in regard to 
the grand jury work which was suddenly 
stopped yesterday. The Judge signified a

Does the State’s-Attorney have to make 
any showing of facts to back up his appli-

“No. All he has to do is to go before the 
Judge with a verdal motion, state that there is 
matter on hand for a grand jury to con- 
sider and none sitting to consider it, and ask 
that the Sheriff be instructed to draw one. 
The Judge could, were he disposed, refuse the 
application, but I do not think there is any 
chance of that happening. It is customary 
for the Judges to accede to any requests the 
State’s-Attorney may make, as he is largely 
clothed with aiscretionary powers, and in a 
ease like an application for a special grand 
jury the court would grant it as a matter of 
course.” 


Will Make It a Representative Body. 

“What kind of special grand jury will you 
select?” was asked of Sheriff Gilbert yester- 
day. , ~ 

I have not been mstructed to select any as 
yet,“ was the reply. 

But if you are?“ 

It will be a representative body and one 
which will inspire public confidence. I would 
make it a point to pick out first-class men 
who would attend to their duty were ghey 
chosen.“ l 

State’s-Attorney Longenecker was not wild - 
ly enthusiastic in favor of a special or any 
other kind of a grand jury. He had just coine 
out of a Justice court, his attendance on which 
was the result of a persoral encounter which 
he himself had started, and he was dis to 
take a rather gloowy view of things. To those 
who consulted him on the subject, however, 
he said that were the investigation to be con- 
tinued, there were many reasons why a special 
grand jury was necessary and promised to go 
over the ground carefully and return an 
answer by Saturday. Then if, a special grand 
jury is determined upon the application, will 
be made Tuesday. 

Judge Collins, who is also, it is said, a can- 
didate for Governor, will sit in the Criminal 
Court for the term which begins Monday. It 
also happens that State’s-Attorney Longe- 
necker is a Gubernatorial aspirant. This 
state of facts has set some wags to talking, 
and so it was suggested yesterday that if a 
special grand jury is called, in order to make 
the thing as non-partisan as possible, give 
everybody an equal chance, and make it fair 
all around, ex-Judge Altgeld, who is also a 
candidate for Governor, but on the Demo- 
/eratic side, ought to be summoned on this 
special grand jury and made foreman of it. 

Rests with Mr. Longenecker. 

William G. Beale said: I édo not pretend 
to know whether a special grand jury should 
be called or not. That. is a matter for the 
State’s-Attorney to determine. I have seen 
Mr. Longenecker quoted to the effect that a 
special grand jury is not needed. I think the 
present grand jury has done good work, and, 
while the most guilty people may not have 
been caught, it has made a start. I realize 
that it is extremely difficult to get evidence of 
this character strong enough to indict. It is 
the popular impression there is some- 
thing wrong in the Counvil, and I ain con- 
vinced that this impression is supported by facts 
that will warrant a grand jury in making an 
investigation. With a few exceptions 
the men who are elected to the Council seek 
the position for no other purpose than to 
make money, and this kind of thing should 
be stopped. There are men in the Council 
who have no visible means of support. I am 
certainly of the opinion that the investigation 
should be prosecuted, but whether it should 
be done by a special or regular grand jury 
should be determined by Mr. Longenecker.”’ 

Lam inclined to the opinion that aspecial 
jury should, be called, was the reply of Ja- 
cob Tiedemann when asked his idea in refer- 
ence to the matter. We have a good County 
Board now, and I think the grand juries asa 
rule are made out of men, but there are 
reasons why it might be better to have a spe- 
cial jury. The investigation should most cer- 
tainly be pushed, and there should be no let- 
up until the guilty people are brought to an 
account. Any one who has watched the pro- 
ceedings ot the Council knows there is some- 
thing wrong. Of course the inatter of calling 
a special grand jury depends largely upon the 
amount of evidence in possession of the 
State’s-Attorney.”’ 

Internal Revenue Collector Chris Mamer 
said: I donot know whether there should 
be a special grand jury or not. It depends 
upon whether the State’s-Attorney has any 
evidence to present. If he hak, one should be 
called and it should be brought to the atten- 
tion of the jury. question is entirely one 
for the State’s-Attorney to settle.“ 

Charles Gross said: “J believe a special 
: jury would do better work, and I think 
that one should be called. This investigation 
should be kept up.“ 

Charles S. Crain said: There is no doubt 
but that there is plenty of room for investiga- 
tion. The methods employed in the Council 
are suspicious, to say the least, and I think a 
special jury should be called. 1 think it would

BERGER BEDDING FACTORY BURNED. 


Carelessness of a Boy Who Dropped a 
Lighted Mutéh into a Caa of Oil. 

Mitwavuxesr, Wis., March 30.—({Special. |— 
Frank Knuth, a 16-year-old boy, dropped a 
lighted match inte a can of oil in the Berger 
Bedding company’s factory, Nos. 529 and 531 
Market street, this afternoon, and he is now 
at the Emergency Hospital so badiy burned 
that he cannot recover. A fire resulting from 
the explosion of the dil completely gutted the 
factory, a large four-story brick building. So 
rapid was its spread that a dozen or more em- 
ployés on the upper floors were cut off from 
escape by the stairways and were obliged 
to go down a fire-escape. In descending 
Theresa Basal lost her balance and fell from 
the second floor to the ground, receiving slight 
injuries. Knuth, the boy through whose care- 
lessness the fire resulted, had been sent to the 
oil-room in the cellar about 5o0’clock. It be- 
ing dark he lit a match and accidentally 
drupped it into the can. A few moments 
later he ran upstairs and dropped 
on floor enveloped in flames. 
He was burned from head to foot. When the 
firemen reached the factory the flames had 
spread through the building. For two hours 
the firemen fought the flames, but with little 
effect until they had about burned out the en- 
tire interior of the factory. The loss on build- 
ing is $30,000 and on stock about $7,000. The 
total insurance is $27,000. 

Creston, Ia., March 30.—At least $50,000 
was lost by fire in Red Oak yesterday. Axtel’s 
restaurant caught fire, and in a short time B. 
F. Cleveland’s drug store and George Cheek’s 
dry goods store were also in, ashes. In the ruins 
the firemen found the body of William Stowe.

The fire originated in 
the drying-room and is supposed to have been 
the work of incendiaries. 

BRAZIL, Ind., March 30.—Brazil was visited 
by a most disastrous fire last night. Housey 
Johnsou's fine barn on North Meriden street 
and all its contents were consumed by flames, 
Five fine horses, one of which was a stallion 
valued at $1,000, were lost. Tlte cause of the 
fire is not definitely known, but it is believed 
to have originated from some old waste. The 
loss will reach $6,000. Insurance in the North 
American for $1,150.

THE LAST PHASE OF A PATENT 
CASE INVOLVING MILLIONS, 
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Col. Abner Taylor Introduces a Bill for the 


Relief of the Survivors of W. H. Akins 
and J. D. Felthousen—Joseph Schelick 
Sustains Severe Injuries from an Explo- 
gion of Burning Japan and Varnish— 
The Committee ot the Trade and Labor 
Assembly Visit the Stock-Yards, 


Col. Abner Taylor, at the request of John 
Pope Hodnett, has introduced a bill Tor the 

relief of the heirs of William H. Akins and 
Jacob D. Felthousen. It is claimed that 
these men ih 1849 and 1850 made useful in- 
ventions in sewing-machines, among which was 
the feeding device, but that a patent examiner 
by his wrongful acts deprived them of their 
invention in the interest of a sewmg- machine 
combination. Felthousen was a resident of 
Chicago and died a few days ago. The pre- 
amble of the bill says that petitions for the re- 
lief of the inventors have been signed by thou- 
eands of the leading business-men of this city, 
and that John Pope Hodnett, the counsel for 
Akins and Felthousen in this memorable case, 
has unceasingly. and persistently presented 
their claims to both Houses of Cengress every 
session for the last twenty years. 

The story of Mr. Felthousen’s fight to ob- 
tain his and Mr. Akins’ invention is rather an 
interesting one and is numbered among the 
celebrated patent cases of the country. For 
twelve years the invention was used by the 

. Binger-Wheeler-Wilson sewing machine com- 
bination, and it is estimated that the loss to 
the rightful owners of the patent amounts to 
over $1,000,000. During February, 1851, Akins 
and Felthousen made application for a patent 
on certain improvements in sewing machines. 
They made four claims, one of which was for 
a feeding device and the mode of operating 
it. The invention enabled cloth to be sewed 
from right to left and vice versa. The feeding 
device they claimed in their original patent. 
The Examiner of Patents, who is now dead, 
wrongfully, it has since been decided, struck 
out this and one other claim, and issued a 
patent embracing two claims instead of four. 

In October, 1854, J. M. Singer surrendered 
his patent, and claimed a reissue. Among 
the new claims he asked for were the two 
originally asked for by Akins and Felt- 
housen. He did not make suit claims in his 
original patent in che sewing machine, but his 
claim was nevertheless granted. Akins and 
Felthousen claimed that the Commissioner of 
Patents had stolen their invention and given 
it to Singer, in whose company he was inter- 


Akins and Felthousen claimed a reissue of 
their patent in 1858, but it was denied. They 
ap the case, and Judge Dunlop 
decided in 1860 that they were the 
original idventors, and that their in- 
ventions had been wrongfully stricken out 
of their patent by William D. Bishop. the pat- 
ent examiner, who was a partner of Nathanfl 
Wheeler. In their original models and draw- 
ings the devices which had been granted to 


* are found. 
Shortly after this decision was rendered 
Allan B. Wilson, who was connected with the 
sewing machine combination, applied for 
a reissue of a patent which had 
granted to him. His claim embraced 
Akins -and Felthousen’s improvements, and 
notwithstanding Judge Dunlop’s decision the 
Commissioner of Patents virtually granted 
Wilson's claim Instead of granting Akins 
and Felthousen’s claim he ordered that testi- 


mony should be given in the matter. This 
was put off from time to time, 
and in the meantime Singer continued 


to use the patents. After two years of argu- 
ment the claim was again decided in favor of 
Akins and Felthousen. The combination 
found itself beaten on every side, and after 
trying all manner of ways to beat 
the rightful ivventors out of their 
patent they came tothe conclusion that it 
was necessary for them to own the inventions 
“which had virtually been taken from them by 
ad Dunlap’s decision, although they 
still continue! to collect the royalties.

Each year he 
made the appeal, but without success. Now 
that both men, to whom the public is indebted 
for an invaluable invention, are dead, Mr. 
Hodnett is carrying on the struggle for the re-

SOSEPH SCHELICK’S SERIOUS BURNS. 


Seriously if Not Fatally Injured by an Ex- 
Plosion of Japan and Varnish, 
Joseph Schelick, a carpenter employed in C. 
Schotte’s window shade and fixtures establish- 
ment at Nos. 18 and 20 Canal street, was 
frightfully burned by an explosion of japan 
and varnish used for drying paint at 3:30 
o’clock yésterday afternoon. The barrel con- 
taining the mixture is kept in the cellar un- 
derneath the sidewalk. Schelick went down 
with a lantern to draw some of the fluid, and 
had been gone only a moment when there 
was a terrific explosion. Before help could 
reach him the little room was a mass of flames. 
The injured man was rescued with difficulty 
and carried to a neighboring store, and an 
alarm of fire wasturned in. The flames were 


» £asily extinguished, and the damage will be 


© covered by $200. 
» _ Schelick presented a frightful ap ance. 
His hair and whiskers were burned off, and 


dis entire body was horribly burned and blis- 


tered by thé inflammable fluid. His face was 
charred beyond recognition, and his clothing 
was almost entirely burned away. He was 
taken to the County Hcspital, where 
wounds were dressed. He is suffering inte 
agony, and it is doubtful if he will recover. 

~ Schelick was unable to explain wha: caused 
the explosion. The fluid is highly inflamma- 
ble, and there was a strict rule in force not to 
go near the barrel with a lighted lamp. 
Schelick, however, carried a lantern, and it is 
sup that either the gas became ignited 
or that he upset the lantern. 

Schelick’s home is at No, 322 North May 

‘Street. He is 40 years of age and married, but 
his wife is not in this country. 

The building in which the explosion occurred 
is a six-story structure. One hundred and fift 
men are employed on the fifth and sixt 
floors, and when they learned that an accident 
had happened there was almost a panic among 
them. y crowded the fire escapes in front 
of the building and seemed to think that their 
lives depended upon getting down to the 
ground in an instant. building was not 
damaged by the explosion and in a few min- 
utes work on all the floors was resumed. 

Only a few feet from the varnish room An- 
nie Miller, Pauline Euler, Martha Cover. and 
Mrs. White were working at sewing machines. 
The shock threw them from their chairs, but 

were not injured. 
Mr. Schotte, F. Abele, A. Abele, and H. Tre- 
: were in the office directly above the 
place of the explosion at the time. They were 


severely shocked but sustained no injuries.

The check appeared to be indorsed by 

Schell and the letter contained a note from 

him asking that the check be cashed. The 

young woman said she was his wife’s cousin, 
and, as he was suddenly called out of the city, 
he had requested her to have it cashed.

Maas took her by the arm and, walking to 
the designated place, found no one there.

She was closely questioned, 
but as no satisfaction could be obtained from 
her answers she was locked up and has been 
held a prisoner in the station. Her name was 
placed upon the book for the first time last 
night. She says she is Mary Hamilton, 22 
me gaa and lives at No. 14 South Morgan 
street. 

March 22 another young woman called at 
the office of the K. G. Schmidt Brewing com- 

ny on Grant place with a letter which she 

anded to the cashier. It contained a check 

for $175, payable to bearer, and was signed 
„Fred Lunt.” The cashier refysed to cash 
the check, as he did not know the woman, 
whereupon she took the check and left the 
office. The cashier followed her for some 
distance to see if she had a confederate, but 
he finally lost sight of her. The matter 
was repo to Inspector Schaack 
and officers were detailed to find the woman. 
They were unsuccessful in their search until 
Tuesday, when she walked into the Halsted 
Street Station and inquired if Mary Hamilton 
was locked up there. The desk sergeant sus- 
pected that she was the much-sought-after 
woman and detained her until Inspector 
Schaack was notified, when upon his order she 
was placed under arrest. She gives the name 
of Nellie Tuompson, 26 years old, and living 
on Taylor street. Ihe women say they are 
book agents, and only came to Chicago from 
the East last m ber. 

Two boys have also been working the 
check game, but whether er not they are in 
any way confederates of the two young wom- 
en the police have as yet been unable to learn.

John Keegan Kills Himself While Trying 
to Cock a Schoolmate’s Revolver. 

While Prof. Thomas E. McGrath of St. 
Ignatius College, No. 413 West Twelfth street, 
was hearing a recitation in reading yesterday 
morning he was interrupted by the report of 
a revolver, Immediately after little John 
Keegan threw his arms up over his head, 
to his feet, and staggered toward the startled 
professor. The tutor caught the boy just as 
he was about to fall and carried him to an 
adjacent room. A doctor was at once called, 
but when he arrived ten minutes later Keegan 
was dead. j 

The boy was the son of John Keegan of No. 
279 Center street, and was 14 years old. At 
school yesterday morning he sat next to Sims 
J. McGuire, a boy of 13 years, who lives at 
No. 457 Belden avenue, Sims brought with 
him to school a 32-caliber revolver, which as 
soon as school nad been ed to order he ex- 
hibited to Keegan. The latter took it and 
holding it between his knees that the professor 
might not see it, tried to cock it. e ham- 
mer slipped from under his thumb and the 
shell beneath it exploded; The ball entered 
Keegan’s breast just above the stomach, caus- 
ing death from internal hemorrhage. 

At the inquest were the fourteen boys who 
were in class when the Keegan boy was killed. 
Sims McGuire and David Cordon of No. 65 
Wabash avenue, who also sat next to Keegan 
testified that er was accidental, and 
a verdict.was so returned.

Mr. Cameron Thinks Many of Those in the 
Public School Should Be Dismissed. 

Mrs. Cameron, at the Board of Education 
meeting last night, made the statement that, 
in justice to the school children of today, at 
least 20 per cent of the teachers in the public 
schools ought to be dismissed, Mr. Brenan 
had called up the report of the Committee on 
School Management in relation to the rein- 
statement of Miss Loretta Kane as a teacher 
in the schools. The statement was made dur- 
ing an argument of the proposition. 

easrs. Cameron and Rosenthal objected to 
Miss Kane’s reinstatement, There was no 
reason for it, they held, excépt a sentimental 
one. The board had a duty to perform to the 
children of the city in protecting them from 
inefficient teachers. . 

The records of the School Board were against 
Miss Kane as an efficient teacher. No one ap- 
peared to champion the or use of Miss Kane, 
and, on the calling of the roll. there were 
twelve votes against her reinstatement and 
only five for it. 

A schedule of bills and vouchers for con- 
tracts and misceilanegys expenses amounting 
to $226,169, which was —— by Mr. Pren- 
tiss, Chairman of the Finance committee, oc- 
casioned a tangle of parliamentary usages and 
brought into prominence again the board’s 
contracts with the Globe Steam Heating com- 
pany and Engineer Waters’ peculiar manner 
of withholding the 15 per cent reserve on con- 
tracts. 

The miscellaneous expenses were ordered 
paid, and the estimates on contracts, amount- 
ing to $108,662, go over to the next meeting of 
the board. Upon motron of Mr. Revell the 
Auditor was ordered to report at the next 
meeting of the board what per cent, if any, 
had been withheld on each contract named in 
the schedule, 

Mr. Cameron, Chairman of the Committee 
on School Census, repurted that A. E. Frank- 
land had been made superintendent of the 
ceusus and had been allowed three clerks. 
The committee recommended that the census 
takers be allowed $3 aday. The report was 
concurred in. It will take 120 persons to take 
the census and it is estimated that it can be 
taken in twenty days. 

The report of the Committee on Compulsory 
Education was made a special order fora 
special meeting to be called by the President 
of the board. report of the Superin- 
tendent of Compulsory Education showed 
that during the month 1,044 investigations had 
been made, that 552 truants had been placed 
in public schools and twenty-three in other 
schools, and that the excuses of 469 for - 
attendance had been accepted.

Companions Played Truant and 
Recame Interested ina Quack Medicine 
Vender—They Forsook Marbles and Be- 
gan th Gather Envelopes of Pills—After 
Eating of These Willie Is Seized with 

. Convulsions—His Back Teeth. Ground 
Off in the Agouy of His Suffering. 


Little Willie Schuyler, the 10-year-oid son 
of S. B. Schuyler, a waiter in the Boston Oys- 
ter House, is lymg close to death’s door at his 
home, No. 261 South May street, a victim of 
his inquisitiveness and his penchant for pat- 
ent medicines. Willie set out for the Skinner 
School as usual yesterday morning, Like ail 
other small boys at this season of the year he 
had a large pocketful of marbles and a strong 
dislike for study. When he reached Harrison 
street he ran across a group of small boys 
as well equipped as himself with marbles 
and dislikes for educational duties, They 
soon found a secluded spot under shelter 
from the rain and settled down to a social 
game of keeps. Luck went against Willie 
and he was soon relieved of his store of mar- 
bles. In the meantime schooi had begun and 
the small boys started up Harrison street in 
quest of something to amuse them during the 
forenoon. 

Before they had gone a great ways they 
found what they were looking for. Down the 
street came a man with a sack upon his 
back filled with small yellow envelopes, each 
containing four innocent-looking little white 
pills and a card. upon which was printed the 
announcement that if presented at a certain 
West Harrison drug store a bottle of nerve 
medicine would be given in exchange free of 
charge. With the pills and card was a gaudy 
circular, announcing that the little pills were 
the greatest, most unparalleled success in 
the history of medicine, best sellers, not ex- 
celled, and sure to give universal satisfaction. 
Sure to cure anything from fits, spasms, epi- 
lepsy, and St. Vitus’ dance to heart disease.“ 

Willie felt that he was in possession of a 
sinecure that would easily take the place of 
his lost marbles, and in company with his 
companions he set out to lay in a store of the 
surprisingly successful quack remedy. They 
kept close behind the man with the sack. 
Whenever he stopped and left a sample they 
stole cautiously up to the doorway and took 
possession of the envelope. Soon they had a 
great quantity—as many as they thought they 
could use. Then they hunted up the drug store, 
cashed in the cards, and received many bottles 
of the eplendid nerve food. The bottles were 
hard to open and they thought it best to try 
the pills first. They sat down on the curb- 
stone and commenced to doctor themselves. 
The pills tasted good and Willie, not wishing 
to lose a bargain so unexpectedly found, ate 
until he had consumed about 100 of the little 
pellets. His companions also ate copiously 
of them, although they failed to come up to 
his record. But soon it came the pilis’ turn. 
Presently Willie began to feel sick. He grew 
worse and besought his friends to take him 
home. They also had become sick at their 
stomachs, but they made a supreme effort to get 
their leader back home.

The convulsions continued unceasingly. The 
muscles contracted, and in his great agony 
Willie ground two of his back teeth into 
atoms against the wedge that had been in- 
serted in his mouth to prevent him from bit- 
ing the tube to the stomach-pump. Last 
night he was pronounced out of immediate 
danger, but he is still far from recovery. 

Examination of the pills showed that 
each contained a little Jess than one-sixtieth 
of a grain of strychniné, which is considerably 
less than an ordinary dose. Willie, however, 
ate enough pills to raise the amount of strych- 
nine to about one grain, cnough to kill two 
* of his age and constitution. 

n the ineantime the other boys had fared 
almost as badly. Dan Desmond, who lives at 
No. 31 Gurley street, was taken home in a bad 
condition, and the stomach-pump was again 
called into requisition, In case of the 
other boys nature took the place of the 
stomach-pump, and a violent nausea was the 
only evil effects that they suffered from their 
experiment, | 

n Willie’s pockets were found enough 
bottles of the wonderfully successful ’’ tonic 
and pills to start an extensive drug store. He 
will not use them, however. When he recov- 
ers sufficiently to realize that he is alive he 
doubtless will promise to go to school for the 
remainder of his days. Indeed, it is possible 
, that he will forego the pleasant dissipation of 
keeps forever. One thing at least is cer- 
tain. He will never again meddle with white 
pills in yellow envelopes, notwithstanding the 
fact that they are the greatest, most unpar-

ANOTHER HOSPITAL TO BE BUILT. 


Generons Subscriptions for the Enterprise

SENATOR CULLOM’S WITHDRAWAL. 
Senator Cullom’s letter of withdrawal will 
endear him to his immediate personal friends 
and reconcile him to those who for various 
impersonal reasons have not seen fit to sup- 


port him in his candidacy for the Presidency. 


Tun Turnus considers that Senator Cullom 
has acted wisely and gracefully and that his 
retirement is to be approved, not only for its 
manner, but for the time at which it is made. 
Senator Cullom has astrong hold upon the 
affect:ons of many Republicans in this State, 
but even his friends have realized during the 
last fortnight that it would be impossible to 
give him an undivided delegation from IIli- 
nois, A candidate who has the support of 
only a part of the delegation of his own State 
cannot be seriously considered in a National 
convention; and Senator Cullom, feeling that 
it would be no compliment to have a 
minority, or even a small majority, of tne del- 
egates from Illinois asking for his nomination 
at Minneapolis, accepted the inevitable grace- 
fully and at the most opportune moment. 

Senator Cullom has exhibited real loyalty to. 
the Republican party. He has withdrawn from 
the race solely to promote harmony in the 
ranks. If he had waited until a number of 
delegates adverse to his interests had been 
chosen and had then withdrawn it might have 
been said that he acted under compulsion. 
His voluntary retirement now, before any of 
the delegates have been chosen, is proof of his 
devotion to the party which has so often 
honored him. 

Senator Cullom states the case well when he 
says the people seem to favor President 
Harrison’s reuomination.“ The current that 
had begun to set against Cullom and in favor 
of Harrison did not have its origin among 
the politicians, but came from the masses of 
the people. It was too strong to be resisted, 
The conservative judgment of Republicans 
has been, since the retirement of Mr. Blaine, 
that President Harrison should not have, and 
probably would not have, any competitor 
before the Minneapolis convention. This 
sentiment has extended over the whole coun- 
try and is now so generally entertained that it 
must soon bring about the withdrawal of the 
only other avowed candidates for the Presi- 
dency—viz.: Gen. Alger of Michigan and the 
Hon. Henry W. Blair of New Hampshire. 

The Republicans of Illfnvis will be grateful 
to Senator Cullom for his unselfishness at this 
critical moment of the preliminary cam- 
paign. His continued candidacy could have 
no other effect than to crucify some of his 
most devoted friends who are looking for 
places on the State ticket. With Mr. Cullom 
out of the way these gentlemen may prose- 
cute their personal canvasses without embar- 
rassment, and there is no reason why 
each of them should not receive from the Re- 
publican press of the State as much considera- 
tion as those who had formerly declared them- 
selves in favor of President Harrison. 
matter of great moment who should be nom- 
inated by the Republicans at Minneapolis for 
President of the United States, but it is 
scarcely of importance who shall receive any 
of the nominations for the State offices, unless 
an exception shall be made in favor of the 
head of the State ticket. The decision of that 
question may safely be left to the wisdom of 
the Republican State convention when it shall 
assemble at Springfield. 


THE TREATY OF ARBITRATION. 

The seal question already has passed into 
history. It must be settled by arbitration and 
both governments must be bound by the de- 
cision of the tribunal provided for by the 
treaty. The outcome is a distinct triumph 
for American diplomacy and executive firm- 
ness. A brief statement of the essential points 
of the issue will make this clear. The conten- 
tion of the United States is that exclusive ju- 
risdiction over the seal fisheries came to it 
with the purchase of Alaska from Russia. The 
Cleveland Administration had not the resolu- 
tion to adhere to this tontention, but allowed 
it to become asubject of discussion. The best 
the Harrison Administration could do last 
year was to secure the modus vivendi pending 
arbitration of the questions at issue. When 
the season of 1891 expired the President asked 
for a renewal of the modus for the season of 
1892, as follows: 

The Presi dent does not desire to protract this 

and having now in the most friendly 
spirit submitted the considerations which support 
the just demand of this government that the prop- 
erty which is the subject of an agreed arbitration 
shall not bo subjected to spoliation pending the 
arbitration, he expresses the hope that Lord Salis- 
bury will give a prompt and friendly assent to re- 
new the modus. 

Feb. 29 Lord Salis bury sent a note in which 
he absolutely refused to renew the modus, say- 
ing that as the British Commissioners had re- 
ported there was no danger of the diminution 
of the seals the necessity of a modus vivendi 
is not apparent.” On the &th of March the 
President again asked for a renewal and it 
was again declined, Lord Salisbury saying: 

In view of all the’ above considerations it ap- 
pears to her Majesty's Government that it would 
be more equitable to provide that sealing in 
Bering Sea shall continue on the condition that 
the owner of every sealing vessel shall give secur- 
ity for satisfying any damages which the arbi- 
trators may adjudge. I shall be glad to learn 


that the above suggestions meet with the concur- 
rence of your government. 


This proposition was declined by the Presi- 
dent March 19, and Lord Salisbury was po- 
litely but firmly notified that the modus 
vivendi of last year is the least that this gov- 
ernment can accept and that Great Britain 
must bear the responsibility of further re- 
fusal. In his reply Lord Salisbury distinctly 
receded from his former pusition by agreeing 
to renew the modus vivendi on terms satis- 
factory to this country. He says in his note 
of March 28: 


We are willing, when the treaty has been rati- 
fied, to agree to an arrangement similar to that 
of last year if the United States will consent that 
the arbitrators should, in the event of a decision 
adverse to the United States, assess the damages 
which the prohibition of sealing shall have in-

Pauncefote Dec. 17, 1890, and the fifth is in 
substance the same as Mr. Blaine's fifth, 
though briefer in statement. They include 
in substance the jurisdiction of Russia prior 
to the cession of Alaska; how far these claims 
were recognized by Great Britain; what rights 
Russia exercised in Bering Sea after the treaty 
of 1825; whether all of Russia’s rights did not 
pass unimpaired to the United States by the 
treaty of 1867; and finally has the United 
States any right, and if so what right, of pro- 
tection or property in the fur seals frequent- 
ing the islands of the United States in Bering 
Sea when such seals are found outside the 
ordinary thtee mile limit?“ With the con- 
signment of this burning question to arbi- 
tration the country is no longer in dispute 
with any other nation. The Italian, Chilean, 
and British questions have been definitely re- 
moved from discussion and for this desirable 
result the congratulation of the whole people 
is due to the ability, firmness, and patriotic 
attitude of President Harrison ‘and Secretary 
Blaine. It is another distinct triumph for the 


Republican Administration, indorsed unani- 


mously by Republican and Democratic Sena- 
tors. The weak and vacillating policy of the 
Cleveland Administration has not been al- 
lowed to reach its logical conclusion of con- 
cession to England in this matter. 


LEVYING ASSESSMENTS ON CANDIDATES. 

The Democratic Executive committee is dis- 
tressed because some of the candidates for 
Aldermanic and town offices will not pay their 
assessments. Last fall a number of them did 
thesame thing and defied the committee, 
which could not take their names off the of- 
ficial ballot provided for by the new law. Un- 
der the old system where the tickets were 
printed by the political parties it was easy to 
discipline a fellow who did not pay by leaving 
off his name. It is stated that it is the inten. 
tion of the committee to issue an address to 
the precinct committeemen, in which they 
will be told that they need not support those 
men who do not ante up. It is hoped that the 
progpect of defeat will make the backward 
ones step up to the captain’s office and settle. 

But why should there be any except nominal 
assessments? Under the present law the cost 
of the printing of tickets does not fall on the 
candidates. It is no longer necessary to hire 
ticket peddlers, or buy off those of the other 
party, or have squads of watchers at the polls 
with a captain at their head. Yet the Demo- 
cratic Executive com mittee has called on each 
Aldermanic candidate to put up $250, or $8,500 
in all. That sum of $250 is more than an 
Alderman will get from the city for his serv- 
ices for a year. Of course he will be tempted 
to sell the right to lay a switch track or some 
other small franchise, and get it back at once. 


The committee says that it will use the + 


amount it gets from the Aldermanic and town 
candidates in paying for work done for 
the party, for getting out the vote,” for 
“getting men to register.“ etc. That busi- 
ness should be attended to without price by 
the precinct committeemen, of whom there 
are a great number, and by the members of 
ward clubs, who love to do pulitical work for 
the sake of doing it or in the hope of future 
rewards in the shape of offices. Most of the 
running.around and getting people to vote 
and register is done by eager volunteers. 

What disposition will be made then of this 
large fund which the Executive committee is 
endeavoring to collect? Doubtless it will be 
used much as Tammatiy uses the enormous 
sums which it squeezes out of candidates. 
There is a strong feeling of admiration for 
Tammany and its methods among the 
„machine Demoerats of Chicago. They are 
anxious to collect money as it does and to 
spend it as it does —for their own good. 

The next Legislature should pass a law go- 
ing into this matter of assessments and elec- 
tion expenses and require candidates and cam- 
paign committees to make sworn statements 
showing just how much money was expended 
and what for. That may have a tendency to 
check this system of extortion. At present the 
Democratic candidate for Alderman has a 
hard time of it. Generally he has to buy his 
nomination from the ward convention. Then 
he has satisfy the rapacity of the Executive 
committee. Then he has his private cam- 
paign éxpenses, for he must visit the saloons, 
see the boys, and set up the drinks. When he 
takes his seat in the Council he has spent a 
great deal more than he can afford, and in- 
evitably he begins boodling to get his money 
back. 


TRYING TO BEAT THE AUSTRALIAN BAL 
LOT LAW. 

One of the excellent features of the Aus- 
tralian Ballot law is its tendency to stop the 
purchase and sale of votes. While an unscru- 
pulous political worker is as ready to buy 
votesas of old it is impossible for him to 
know that they have been delivered. He can- 
not see what marks the voter makes on his 
official baliot, hidden from observation as he 
is ih the voting booth. The buyer must take 
the word of the seller, and he knows that that 
is worth nothing. In the old days the pur- 
chaser handed the ballot to the voter, saw him 
slip it in the box, and was sure that the con- 
tract had been carried out in good fait h. 

The political fine workers and those with 
whom they have had dealings have been exer- 
cising their ingenuity to find some way to 
beat the law. Thus far they have not been re- 
markably successful. It is stated that one 
plan has been. devised in this city and was 
practiced last fall. It requires a judge as a 
confederate. When the precinct manager 
goes in tc cast his own vote the judge gives 
him half 4 dozen ballots instead of one, mark- 
ing his initials on the back of the outermost 
one. The manager casts his own vote, copies 
on a piece of tracing paper the initials of the 
judge, and leaves the booth with five blank 
bailots, Then the initials of the judge are 
forged on the back of each and the proper 
X“ marks are made. Whena venal voter 
comes along one of these prepared tickets is 
given him and when he returns from the booth 
he delivers up the ballot the judge gave him, 
which is good evidence that he voted the 
marked one. 

The defect with this scheme is that it re- 
quires a judge as a confederate and involves 
too many risks of detection. The penalties 
are too severe to make it worth while to run 
the risk., In the East a safer plan has been 


devised. A man who is in the habit of selling 


his vote, but who, if he could not do so, would 


there was not evidence on which to hold all 
orany of them. He was probably correct in 
his action, Judging from what was printed 
at the time the accident happened it is un- 
likely that a jury would have convicted any- 
body. 

The fact that a person can be killed and sev- 


‘eral wounded and nobody to blame indicates 


all the more strongly the necessity for doing 
away with grade crossings. While they exist 
there isa constant likelihood of the occur- 
rence of casualties which the vigilance of two 
or more sets of employés cannot avert. The 


system is at fault. And as the city has the 


power to compel the railroads either to build 
viaducts or to elevate their tracks: it should 
force them to do whichever 18 shown by thor- 
ough miter . to be the best for all par- 


ties. 


In settling this problem the city must not 
forget that itis complicated to some extent 
by the elevated roads, From present appear- 
ances there will be a number of these, radiat- 
ing in many directions from the business cen- 
ter. It will not be safe to have them crossed 
on the same grade by steam railroads. One 
must be above the other, or there will be 
more and worse collisions than any that have 
occurred yet. Trains on elevated roads run- 
ning only five minutes apart during the busy 
part of the day should not be exposed to the 
risk of being run into by steam cars. There 
is now before the Council an ordinancé giving 
the South Side Elevated road the right of way 
on Sixty-third street. There is also before 
that body one for the elevation of the tracks 
of the illinois Central north and south of that 
street. There is nothing in the first-named 
ordinance requiring it to raise its tracks so as 
to pass above any steam railroad which may 
be forced to go up in the air. Hence if both 
ordinances were passed there might be a dead- 
lock, and an unpleasant dispute. In the 
Metropolitan Elevated ordinance now before 
the Council it is provided that if any other 
elevated road is given aright of way across 
the route of the Metropolitan the former shall 
be compelled to build its tracks above those 
of the latter. No provision is made, however, 
for the contingency of the present steam sur- 
face roads being forced to elevate their tracks. 
These are points which should be settled now, 
and not be left to be disputed over hereafter. 


BLAND ON “‘ TWINS.” 

In his speech opening the silver debate in 
the House Mr. Bland said: Gold and silver 
have been the servants of civilization since 
civilization began. They are twin brothers. 
When you sever the ligature they are both 
dead. The moment silver is admitted to equal 
circulation prices go up. Here are three fal- 
lacies couched in the same number of short 
sentences. The statements are true in a cer- 
tain sense, but their employment by Bland in 
advocacy of the passage of his monstrosity 
well illustrates the old maxim that the blade 
of error never cuts so deeply as when it has 
truth for a handle. 

Gold and silver may be called twins. They 
are often found together iu the mine, and 
sometimes in the pocket of the citizen. But 
they are not inseparable, as were the Siamese 
twins. There is no subh ligature condemning 
them always to move in Close company. They 
rather resemble the twins who were often 
apart, and sometimes separated by the broad 
ocean. But supposing, for the sake of the 
argument, that such a ligature exists between 
gold and silver as is asserted by Bland. The 
plain fact is that twenty-four ounces of silver 
have now about the same purchasing power as 
one ounce of gold. How would it sever the 


ligature and kill both to have each of them ¢ 


pass current as money at their relative bull- 
ion values? The commercial world looks at 
the cost of production, determines that the 
one is little more than 4 per cent of the other, 
and the producers of silver confirm the ver- 
dict by turning out and offering for sale more 
silver than is wanted at the relative price 
named, Bland ignores all this, and has de- 
manded that the bond shall be stretched be- 
yond the rupturmg point. He wants to force 
the Government of the United States to give 
as much for sixteen ounces-of silver as 
twenty-four are acknowledged to be worth. 
That is the game he proposed to play and to 
keep up the fun till every dollar of gold is 
driven out of circulation and the country is 
reduced to a silver standard of dollars, each 
having a*commercial value of less than 67 
cents. That is the way in which he pretends 
to want to save the ligature binding gold and 
silver together from being broken. He would 
keep peace between the twins by driving them 
as far asunder as the poles. 

Bland has chuckled and smacked his lips in 
professed anticipation of the good time com- 
ing when his cheap 67-cent dollars will make 
‘prices go up,“ but he has at no time told Ais 
auditors that it would take half as many more 
of those cheap dollars to buy agricultural, 
manufactured, and other products than is now 
required for the purchase in 100-cent dollars. 
He has not admitted this. Yet it needs but a 
few grains of common sense to see that the 
receiving of an increased number of dollars 
on this cheapened basis would not confer on 
the farmer or his money a single additional 
cent’s worth of purchasing power. An in- 
flation of money by depreciating its standard 
of value could help nobody except dishonest 
debtors who want to swindle their creditors 
out of a large part of what they owe, and to do 
it under the authority ot an act of Congress. 
In the present case it was proposed that this 
swindle should extend to about one-third of 
the amount owed, and for this mean advan- 
tage not only were the creditors to be de- 
frauded to the same amount, but all the sav- 
ings ot the more provident among the workers 
were td be reduced ih the same proportion, 
every one of their accumulated dollars being 
robbed of one-third of its purchasing power. 

A beneficial advance in prices can only come 
through a change in the relation of supply to 
demand, and the value of any such rise to the 
producer will always be measured in honest 
dollars, worth 100 cents each, no matter what 
the artificial mode of reckoning may be. We 
could just as well estimate it in half dollars of 
the present value as in whole ones which were 
cut down to a purchasing power of 50 per cent 
and Biand has only talked the veriest rot 
nonsense in vainly trying to persuade the 
government to adopt a depreciated dollar for 
the purpose of enabling the farmer to make 
his gains appeaf larger without being so by a 
single iota.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE LAW. 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission has 
issued a series of suggestions in reply to 
certain arguments made on the Senate bill 
proposing to amend the act to regulate com- 
merce, As previously stated in Tun Tarmune 
the intent of the amend ments is to provide. 
for a definite mode of proceeding in hearings 
and investigations by the commission, and to 
give to its reports and conclusions the same 
status before the courts as the report by a 
Master in Chancery has in a court of equity. 
The tenor of the adverse arguments was that 
Congress is inhibited by the Constitution 
from giving this effect to reports made by the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. 

The point is made that as the law now stands 
the carriers may refuse to pay the slightest at- 
tention to the recommendation made by the 
commission, and the case before that body 
counts for nothing when the matter is sought 
to be enforced in the coutts. The amendment 
has been prepared to meet this anomalous 
state of things, bub not to confér on the com- 
mission judicial powers and functions properly 
so called. It is not denied that many of the 
questions submitted to it are judicial ia their 
character and their ultimate determination 
belongs to the duly constituted courts of the 
country. Such ate all general inquiries in- 
volving the reasonableness of rates as they 
affect the revenues of carriers. The questions 
involved are not confined to the rights of car- 


riers on the one side and their patrons on the | 


other. The railroad carriers have become the 
arbiters between fival and competing business 
enterprises and communities. The common 
law and the ordinary courts are powerless to 
make and enforce a richt adjustment of the 
situation if the carriers themselves adjust it 
wrongly. This is a power which properly per- 
tains to the regulation of commerce. In one 
case cited a railroad, persisted in charging to 
a street railway company higher rates on coal 
than it exacted from manufacturers in the 
same city, and defended the policy on the 
ground that the manufacturers were con- 
tributing to the general growth and prosperity 
of the city while the other corporation was 
not. Congress has power to regulate com- 
merce, and in this is included the right to 
regulate traffic charges. The commission ex- 
ists and has its being under this power of 
Congress, not under its power to establish 
courts inferior to the Supreme Court. 

The objection that it is intended to clothe 
the commission with judicial powers is un 
called for. The intent is simply to provide 
machinery by which an agency of Congress in 
the regulation of commerce shall, after due 
investigation, under all the safeguards which 
the wisdom of ages has provided for the as- 
certainment of truth, promulgate regulations 
in particular cases and then lay before. the 
courts the facts and reasons on which the 
regulation 1s based, with the view of having 
the courts decide whether the regulation in 
the particular case is valid. This does not 
make the finding by the commission final. 
On the contrary, the court has the fullest 
power to examine all the testimony and re- 
verse the decision should it be found unjust 
and inequitable. 

The commission makesa strong point for 
the necessity, in the interest of efficiency and 
promptness, of giving to its reports and to 
evidence taken before it a greater effect than 
they now possess. Butits argument may be 
objected to as verging on shakiness in the 
statement that the prohibition of pooling 
tends to defeat thé general objects of the act to 
regulate commerce and may be worthy of the 
serious attention of Congress.“ The claim is 
made by Mr. Joseph Nimmo, who is justly re- 
ferred to as havinga high standing as a stu- 
dent of the economics of transportation, but 
that fact does not make the plea a valid one. 
The pooling feature was the cloak to 99 per 
cent of the injustice practiced by the railroads 
previous to the passage of the Inter-State 
Commerce act, and that act was expressly de- 
signed to break up the nefarious practices 
which markéd the conduct of the railroad 
pool, Till it can be shown to tho satisfaction 
of the commission and the public that the 
railroad officials of today belong to a differ- 
ent order of beings than those who controlled 
the transportation business previous to five 
years ago, it will not be safe to recommit to 
their hands the power they so grossly abused 
up to the time the act became alaw. The 
commission will not do well to recommend 
to the attention of Congress any proposal 
looking to the permission of pooling in the 
future, though it be ad vocated by such a dis- 
tinguished authority as Mr. Nimmo. The 
country has been cursed with too much of 
that infliction already. 


Tun San Francisco Argonaut appears to 
have read obliquely what Taz Trtsunz had to 
say on the subject of railroad abuses as re- 
vealed by the interviéws with prominent men in 
regard to the working of the Inter-State Com- 
merce law. It is not true that “Tux Taisunz 
believes it has found fan effectual rem- 
edy| in what it calls government pooling of 
earnings, making government officers Com- 
missioners so that they can control the situa- 
tion.”

ARRESTED IN PARIS. 


Noisy Conflict Between the Anarchist Lead- 
er and the Police Agent—Finally Rav- 
acthol Was Bound Hand and Foot and 
Carried to Commissariat—His Re- 
volver and Cane Were Varnished Red 
The Crowd shouted “ Kill Him!“ — 
archists Not Wanted in England.

Pants, March 30.—This has been a bad day 
for Anarchists but @ good day for Paris. 
Ravac who is supposed to be responsible 
for the terrible explosion in the Rue Clichy, 
was arrested while he Was taking breakfast 
at a wine dealer’s place at the corner of the 
Boulovard Magenta and the Rue Strasbourg. 
When the police agent, struck by the man’s 
resemblance to the official description, threw 
himself upon him, Ravachol resisted and the 
noise became so great that all the waiters of 
the café quickly crowded in to thescene of the 


conflict. 
Another police agent soon arrived, but 


_ Ravachol, though struggling on the ground, 


kept on kicking and striking with his fists and 
shouting Vive l'atzarchie!“ Finally the 
police sueceeded in binding him hand and foot 
and in this manner they carried him to the 
commissariat, where @ search showed that he 
had a six-chambeféed revolver, fully loaded, 
and more than a dozen cartridges. His re- 
volver and cane wefe varnished red after the 
traditional custom, andin his hat was his Rue 
St. Etienne address, at which he had pre- 
viously committed other crimes. 

Ravachol would not get into the carriage 
which was to take him to the prefecture and 
it was again necessary to employ force. Dur- 
ing the drive he continued to shout, Vive 
Panarchie! Vive dynamite!” The Chief of 
the Atuthropometric Bureau recognized 
Ravachol by certain measurements of his 
bear. which were taken some time ago. 

While he was being taken to court a crowd 
surrounded the carriage and shouted: ‘Kill 
bim! Kill him! Down with the Anarchists!’ 

Ravachol denied his identity when arraigned 
before a magistrate for examination after his 
arrest. He was then suddenly confronted by 
a supposed accomp mee named Choussartin, 
who as soon a8 he Gat ty ht of the prisoner 
exclaimed: ‘*Kavacho recognize you 
though your beard is oft To this the noted 
Anarchist replied: If I am Ravachol that 
does not prove that I blow up houses.“ 

Ravachol denied, though half heartedly, that 

guilty of murder of an old man 
. Viol, for which he is already under 
sentence of death by default, or that he has 
committed forgery. On the other hand, the 
police are confident that he is res nsible for 
the recent outrages, for they have found in his 
room a false beard, a * of dynamite, 
and other weapons. hen arrested he was 
well, even fastidiously, dressed. has the 
long limbs and short trunk characteristic of 
criminals. 

The 20th inst. Ravachol took lodgings under 
the name of Laurent, paymg his rent in ad- 
vance. He frequently changed his clothing 
and was out nearly all the time. The con- 
ciérge of the house remarked that he was too 
well dressed to live i 2 such a 9 He says 
he remembers that Ravacbol went out at 5 
o’clock Sun morning, and that he returned 
at noon, but he soon went out again, re- 
turning at 5 o'clock, dressed ina mackin- 
tosh. He neve ved visitors. He took 
his meals in his room and lived chiefly on 
eggs. His hat bore the name of a Stettin 
maker. 

The Chiefs of Police haa a secret meeting 
at the prefecture this morning and it soon be- 
cawe known that forty foreign Anarchists had 
been and had been ordered to leave 
France within twenty-four hourse. Those 
among them who have no furniture and who 
live in hotels will be detained in prison for a 
day andanight. Among those sentenced to 
expulsion are twenty Italians, five Belgians, 
five Germans, and two Austrians. This sen- 
tence of gas is approved by all classes 
of the people 

The police think that if Ravachol had an ac- 
complice another explosion will take place 
within twenty-four hours. The Anarchists, 
they argue, will not fail to avenge their lead- 
er, but if r today or tomorrow 
Paris may rest

Pasa, March 30.— Father Forbes, the Scotch

Balloons Are Beyond Ganshot and Can 
Be Steered as Is a Ship by Its Helm—-An 
Appeal to German-Americans 


Sr. Prrxnsnund, March 80.—The presence | 


of balloons over the forts encam pments 
in Poland ia becomimg mbre frequent than 
ever, and this fact causes much indignation 
among army officers who are helpless to ‘pre- 
vent military secrets from becoming known 
to the German officers, who are known to be 
taking observations from a height that places 
them beyond the reach of ahy bullets aimed 
at them. A few nights ago the inhabitants of 
Warsaw were startled by an intensely bright 
light that fell from. the sky upon their city. 
All eyes were turned -upward, but noth- 
ing could be seen save a path of 
light that ended in a small focus. Many’ 
people in their excitement thought it was a 
cometin close proximity to the earth, and 
were greatly frightened, Suddenly the ray of 
light swept in another direction, and when 
their eyes became accustomed to the darkness 
that followed they could see far up in the sky 
a balloon. Then it dawned upon the people 
that it was an electric search light that had 
caused the briliiant illumination, and that the 
Germans were continuing their observations 
of Russian defenses with ite aid. The balloon 
reinained over the city until 1 o’clock in the 
morning, when tho light was extinguished and 
the balloon heading westward toward the 
frontier of Prussia disappeared. 

Later another balloun was seen over the 
Proushkorf railway station. It remained sta- 
tionary fot atinie and then started in the di- 
rection of the fort works near Kelets, where it 
hovered a while, when it returned across the 
frontier. 

Reports of similar occurrences have been 
received from Sosnovitsy and other places 
along the ntier, The balloons came from 
Prussian Silesia in the night time and project- 
ed the rays of powerful search-lights in every 
direction, balloons, which were at a 
great height, remained stationary, sometimes 
for the space of forty minutes, and then 
steered off in any desired direction. There is 
no doubt that the steering apparatus, what- 
ever it is, is admirably adapted for ite pur- 
poses, for the balloons apparently answer to 
it as readily as does a vessel to its helm. 

Russian officials hold that with manageable 
balloons the whole system of warfare will be 
changed. It is self-evident that none of the 
present fortifications would be able to with- 
stand an attack from above them. Shells 
could be dropped with almost unerring cer- 
tainty, and no city cuuld defend itself from 
an enemy far vp in the air, beyond the reach 
of any missile. Even modern cannon, with 
their great range, could not at present be used 
against balloons, for the reason that oe 
carriages have not been made that will 
of a perpendicular elevation. 


APPEAL TH GERMAN-AMERICANS, 


Three Hundred Thousand Germans Starv- 
ing in Kussia—Unground Corn Wanted. 
St. Pererspurc, March 30.— Mr. Murphy, 


soon issue an appeal to German-Americans to 
aid German colonists who are starving in 
Russia. He says that there are in the dis- 
tressed provinces 300,000 German colonists, 
220,000 of whom are Lutherans and 80,000 
Catholics, who are in distress, who appeal to 
their kinsmen in the United States for aid. 
The crops have failed for several years, and 
there was notadrop of rain for ninety- two 
days in 1891. The colonists have been deci- 
mated by spotted typhus fever. The govern- 
ment has done all in its power to relieve the 
sufferers, and has expended over 200,000,000 
rubles ($110,000,000). Aid must be speedy in 
order to be effective. If the German-Ameri- 
can citizens will send a shipload of unground 
Indian corn the peasants will be enabled to 
grind part of it m their own wind-mills and to 
sow the remainder. Mr. Charles Emory 
Smith, the United States Minister here, will 
see that it is properly distributed among the 
German colonists, who have been instructed 
huw to cook it. 


PECULIAR INSURANCE METHODS. 


Dinkel⸗peil Carried His Ways of Doing 
Business from America to : nglan |. 

Loxpox, March 30.—A meeting of the cred- 
itors of William Dinkelspeil, who recently 
failed with liabilities of $135,000 and assets 
less than $10, was held today. It was decided 
not to give Dinkelspeil the time he asked for, 
but to force him into bankruptcy. Dinkel- 
speil was formerly representative of the New 
York Life Insurance company at Detroit, 
where he gained an unenviable notoriety by 
his peculiar business methods. He has prob- 
ably got the New York office into as much 
trouble here as in America, for he did a large 
business. 

Dinkelspeil stated that he was the agent of 
alargecompany. He had an office in Vi-to- 
ria street, but this gave no sign of his busi. 
ness beyond the lettering on the door, which 
reads: William Dinkelspeil, Agent. The 
sole orcupants of the shabby office today were 
aman who was reading a newspaper and a 
boy who was very reticent when questioned 
concerning his employer. The creditors in- 
clude North, the nitrate king, 1 - 
000; Sir William Farmer, $9,080; Fish.

He owes 
rent for his office. There isno more room for 
men like Dinkelspeil, as the Equitable, the 
Mutual, and the New York Life companies 
have entered into an arrangement to make 
their existence impossible.

secure safety 1 The bill finally 
passed by the following vote —yeas 53, nays 38.

Charges Against the Unicycle Company.

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SEALS TO BE CAUGHT. 


GOVERNMENT FIXES THE NUMBER 
AT 7,500 FOR THIS YEAR, 


Notice to This Effect Given to the North 
American Commercial Company, Which 
Has the Contract—Secretary Blaine K 
news His Dutles- Reply to Lord Salis- 
bury Agreed Upon—Provisions of the 
Democratic Free Ship Biill—Chairman 
Hatch Not Against Lezitimate Futures. 
Wasutneron, U. C., March 30.—] Special. ]— 
Officials of the North American Commercial 
company, to whom the contract was awarded 
for taking seals on the Pribylov Islands for a 


term of twenty years, were notified that ar- 


yangements should be made for this season on 
the basis of a catch of 7,500 skins, the same as 
last year, under the provisions of the modus 
vivendi stillin force. Information to this ef- 
fect came direct from the State Department, 
coupled with the statement that with the ex- 
ception of arranging a few details the United 
States and Great Britain had practi- 


eally reached an agreement to con- 
tinue last year’s proposition in force 
during the sealing season of 1892, and 


prevent poaching at all hazards. Gen. Jef- 
freys, who represents the Commercial com- 
pany at Washington, reinarked that the catch 
of the company this year would not go be- 
yond 8,700 skins. This will include a lay-over 
of 1,200 skins from last year, provided for use 
and consumption by the natives, and which 
would have been taken out of the 7,500 skins 
allotted by the terms of the agreement be- 
tween the two countries. However, the Com- 
mercial company did not kill the quota of 
seals which they were allowed to, preferring 
to save about one-sixth for better develop- 
ment. 
Secretary Blaine Resumes His Duties. 
Secretary Blaine has resumed the discharge 
of his official duties and will conduct all fur- 
ther negotiation on behalf of this government 
in the Bering Sea matter. Gen. J. W. Foster 
will continue, however, to assist in the con- 
duct of these negotiations as well as others af- 
fecting the commercial interests of the United 
States. The two gentlemen named had a con- 
ference with the President this morning 
in regard to’ the details of the reply to 
be made fo Lord Salisbury’s note of 
the 26th, agreeing to a renewal of last 
year’s modus vivendi under certain 
conditions respecting indemnity. As has been 
already stated this government has practically 
decided to accept these conditions with certain 
restrictions, and it ia understood that a letter 
prepared by Secretary Blaine was accepted at 
the conference this morning as defining the 
position of this government on the subject. 
These views will probably be communicated 
to Sir Julian Fauncefote tomorrow, and as 
they call for no material change in the propo- 
sition of Lord Salisbury, it is expected that an 
agreement on that point will be reached in a 
short time. 
It is said that no further action will be taken 
m regard tothe arbitration treaty until the 
arrangeinents for the modus have been com- 
pleted. The British Minister has been offi- 
eially informed of the ratification of the 
treaty, and has undoubtedly communicated 
the fact to the home government. In the 


meantime Gen. Foster and his assist- 
ants are busily eng in the 
prejiminary preparations of the 
case of the United States for 


submission to the arbitrators. The personnel 

of that tribunal will not be announced for 
several weeks. It is settled, however, that 
Gen. J. W. Foster will be the agent and Judge 
E. J. Phelps of Vermont the leading counsel 
in behalf of the United States. There will be 
other counsel, but they have not as yet been 
selected. 

Toronto, . Out., March 30.—The Empire, 
government organ, says: 

The ratification of the Bering Sea arbitration 
treaty by a unanimous vote of the United States 
Senate is a most satisfactory event. It practical- 
ly terminates the dangerous friction which was 
being created by the existent state of affairs, and 
renders it . that nothing will now stand 
in the way of a friendly settlement of this inter- 
national difference of Opinion. 

Orrawa, Out., March 30.—Between thirty 
and forty claims of the British Columbia 
sealers for damages aggregating $500,000 have 
been forwarded to the Department of Marine 
at Ottawa, m compliance with the proclama- 
tion requesting claims for compensation for 
loss occasioned by the expulsion of sealers 
from Bering Sea under the modus vivendi. 


DEMOCRATIC FREE SHIP BILL, 


Mr. Fithian Reports Favorably the Meas- 
ure for Their Purchise by Americans, 

WaSsmNOrox, D. C., March 30.—[Special.}— 
Mr. Fithian, from the Committee on Merchant 
Marine and Fisheries, has reported favorably 
the Democratic Free Ship bill. The bill pro- 
vides:

d been built in the United States. 

In his report Mr. Fithian declares that even 
the friends of this pian admit that up to the 
present the French bounty scheme has been a 
failure. He argues against the present sub- 
sidy system as a restriction rather than an aid 
to this traffic. With free raw materials he 
thinks ship-builders in this country could 
compete successfully with foreign builders.

Mr. Hopkins of Illinois Goes on Ways and 
Means—Other Appointments. 

Wasmrorox, D. C., March 30.—[Special.]— 
Speaker Crisp has made a number of changes 
in the House committees. The most impor- 
tant was the appointment of Mr. Hopkins of 
IMinoisto succeed Mr. McKenna of Califor- 
nia as a member of the Committee on Ways 
and Means. Mr. Hopkins’ appointment on 
Ways and Means will insure Illinois repre- 
sentation on this important committee for 
many years to come. Mr. Crain of Texas was 
appointed to succeed Mr. Mills on the Com- 
mittee on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce. 
Other appointments were as follows: Mr. 
Dunphy of New York on Merchant Marine 
and Fisheries; Mr. Pickler of South Dakota 
on Indian Affairs; Mr. Hayes of Iowa. on 
Postoffices; Mr. Enloe of Tennessee on Edu- 
cation (Chairman); Mr. Wheeler of Alas ama 
on Postoffices; Mr. Robinson of Pennsylvania 
on Columbian Exposition. To bring about 
these changes Mr. Hopkins resigned from 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries and from 
Postoffices, Mr. Enloe from Postottfices, and 
Mr. Hayes from Education. 


GENERAL GOSSIP AT THE CAPITAL, 


Roger Q. Mills Sworn in as Senator from 
Texas and Warmly Congratulated. 

Wasutneton, D. C., March 30.—The feature 
of the morning session in the Senate was the 
induction of Senator-Elect Roger Q. Mills of 
Texas into his new dignity. After being 
sworn in he was warmly congratulated by the 
Senators and many of his recent colleagues 
in the House. 

Senator Dolph, from the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, introduced a bill to pro- 
vide for the punishment of violation of treaty 
rights of aliens. This bill was suggested by 
the Italian troubles in New Orleans last year. 
The bill went on the calendar. 

Senator Stanford of Calitornia then ad- 
dressed the Senate in support of the bills in- 
troduced by him to determine the value of a 
legal-tender doliar. 

The Indian Appropriation bill was taken up 
and discussion resumed. Mr. Hawley moved 
to amend the House provision by adding to it 
a proviso that whenever the Presjdent shall be 
of opinion that the good of the service special- 
ly requires it he may appoint a civilian as In- 
dian Agent. This was agreed to and the Sen- 
gte adjourned. 

Iwo Scientific Expeditions. 

Two important expedit ons, as regards sci- 
entific results, will start from the Agricultural 
Department April 1. The Botanical and Or- 
nithological Bureaus will confiue themselves 
largely to the plains. The botanical expedi- 
tion wil! be in charge of Dr. Vasey. Prof. 
Merriam will head the ornitholcgical expedi- 
tion. The expeditions will each comprise eight 
skilled men. The botanical people will con- 
fine their work to Northern Idaho, Washing- 
ton, and Oregon. Prof. G. R. Dodge, the 
fiber expert, is expected to return from Flor- 
ida in a few days with every known species of 
fiber, indigenous and otherwise. He will bring 
back fiber of eyeby livimg plant. It is 
expected by the department that the fiber ex- 
hibit at tne World's Fair will be the most 
com plete ever seen. 

Successful Test of Smokeless Powder. 

Some gratifying results have been obtained 
with a handmade sample of smokeless powder 
at the naval ordnance proving grounds at In- 
dian Head. The test was with a four-inch gun 
and with aneight-inch gun. Inthe former 
weapon athirty-three pound projectile was 
used, with a powder charge of five and a half 
pounds. The velocity obtained was 2,160 foot 
seconds, at a pressure of 14.6 tons, In the 
case of the eight-inch gun, an eighty pound 
projectile was used, as is done in the foreign 
services, powder charge was sixteen 


' pounds, and there was developed a velocity of 


. foot seconds, and a pressure of 13.6 tons. 

hese results compare favorably with, those 

abroad under much better conditions. 
Signatures to the Silver Petition. 

One or more of the silver petitions are still 
circulating in House. Just how many 
names have beea secured is uncertain, reports 
differing greatly. A large number of silver 
Democrats have assured their anti-silver as- 
sociates that they would not agree to a peti- 
tion for a closure rule and Mr. Tracy says the 
number is so great as to make a majority for 
a rule impossible. The anti-silver men say 
they have also received sufficient assurances 
to wake them confident they could not beat 
the bill on a direct vote. The subject is con- 
sidered practically settled. 

‘ommissioner Raum's Investigation, 

The examination of Commissioner Raum 
was resumed today by the Special Peusion Of- 
tice Investigating committee of the House. 
Mr. Enloe asked the reasons for the dismis- 
sal of Edward Renaud, a Pension Office clerk. 
The Commissioner had requested Renand’s 
discharge because of vertain attacks in the 
New York. Tribune. Renaud was a corre- 
spondent of the Tribune, but denied author- 
ship of the ‘attacks. Commissioner Raum 
was ignorant of the efforts to get the Tribune 
to stop its fight against the Pension Office. 


Chicego Vesselmen to Have a Hexring. 

The Chicago vesselmen will have their hear- 
ing before the Blanchard subcommittee to- 
morrow. They will probably be limited to a 
single hearing. Chairman Blanchard said 
this afternoun that he and his assoviates were 
already pretty well informed on the facts of 
the case, and he did not think it would take 
them long to decide whether or not the Chica- 
go Rivershould be exempted from the opera- 
tiors of the act of 1890. It is certain that no 
appropriation will be made for it. 

Dise sed Nursery Stock. 

A bill has been introduced which prohibits 
the inter-State transportation, or the impor- 
tation from foreign countries, of trees, plants, 
vines, or other nursery stock infested with 
scale, insects, codlin moths, or other pests, or 
with their-eggs, or larva, or infested with any 
disease injurious to plants, vines, or trees, 
Numerous protests against its passage have 
been sent to Cungress on the ground that it is 
wholly impracticable to guard against the 
shipment of diseased or infested nursery stock 
in all cases.

Lake View's Water supply problem is near 
solution. Bids for a new 12,000,000 gallon 
pumping engine will be opened next Thurs- 
day, and yesterday the Council authorized the 
erection of a temporary erib and intake at the 
5,600 feet distance in the new Lake View tun- 
nel. Before this was done, Commissionet 
Aldrich submitted the following: 

Gentlemen: In compliance with your order of 
March 21 directing me to contract for the imme- 
diate sinking of a shaft at the r outer end 
of the Lake View tunnel and the placing of a crib 
at said point, and that said work be pushed to 
completion within the shortest possible time, 1 
beg leave to report that plans have been prepared 
and that negotiations have been pending for an 
agreement with the present contractor as to the 
compensation he should receive for this addi- 
tional work, Tne contracts for the Lake View 
tunnel provide that the Commissioner of Public 
Works shall fix the price for any extra work not 
provided for in the same, end after considerable 
effort I have su in arranging with said 
contractor to accept afigure which the depart- 
ment believes fair and reasonable—viz. : ,000 
for the entire extra expense incurred in the mat- 


ter. 

While I should probably be justified in letting 
this work without advertising for bids on the 
same, and inasmueh as to advertise would involve 
a delay of nearly two weeks in the prosecution of 
the work. I respectfully request that your honor- 
able body concur in the adoption of the resolu- 
tion hereto attached.

‘Ald. W. J. O’Brien moved to raise the sal- 
aries of three $1,100 clerks in the City Clerk’s 
office to $1,200 each. Ald. Dahlman amended 
the amendment to give the stenographer 
$1,200. The motion carried. 

Ald. Powers moved that the.salary of Mes- 
senger Robinson of the Mayor’s office be 
raised to $2,000 4 year. Adopted. 

Aid. Carey had the salary of Chief In- 
spector of Police Marsh raised from $2,800 to 
$3,500, Ald.

Electric Lights Cause a Row. 

Ald, Powers precipitated the liveliest episode 
of the day by moving that the appropriation 
of $180,000 for electric lighting be divided 
between the three sides as follows: West Side, 
$90,000; South Side, $55,000; North Side, $35,- 
6000. Ald. W. J. O’Brien moved to lay the 
amendment on the table, his motion being 
lust by a vote of 26 to 29, though some of the 
North Side Alaerman voted with the South- 
Siders. Ald, Weber then proposed as an 
ainendment that the item be divided as 
follows: „West Side, $90,000; North Side, 
$40,000; South Side, $60,000. Ald. 
Powers accepted this amendment and 
from that point on the West-Siders and North- 
Siders voted as a unit against the South Side 
members. Ald. O’Neil, Cremer, and Mad- 
den argued in vain that the South side is the 
site of the World's Fair and all strangers will 
go there; that the South Side paid the most 
taxes and ought to have the most light. Ald. 
Powers claimed that the division was a fair 
one, considering the population of the three 
towns and the facts that the South Side has 
had the lion’s share of the electric light ap- 
propriation in the past and hus had an extra 
item of $20,000 this year for lighting South 
Side boulevards under the proposition of the 
Park Commissioners, making $70,000 in ail 
for that. division of the city. Ald. Sexton 
and Kent ClLampioned the proposed amend- 
ment and it was carried after a substitute of 
Ald. W. J. O’Brien giving the West Side $80,- 
000, South Side $60,000, and North Side $40,000 
had been voted down, 23 to 33. 

The item of $10,000 for the City Treasurer’s 
office was amended to read: to be deducted 
from the interest account,“ and it was decided 
that the excess in salaries should be taken 
from the general fund. The bill was then 
adopted by a vote of 54 to 0, 

Ald. Dvorak had the vote of the preceding 
day by which the Peter Schoenhofen Brewin 
company was given a franchise to lay a — 
track reconsidered, 

Aid. Wall secured the adoption on a motion 
that the Council meeton Friday at 2 o’ciock 
to take up unfinished business, and the Coun- 
cil then adjourned, 

The entire amount appropriated by the 
Council was $15,845,553, of which $12,315,533 
18 to be raised by taxation, and the balance, 
$3,530,000, is the estimated revenue from li- 
censes and other sources.

IN DEFENSE OF THE WHISKY TRUST. 


Attorney Elihu Root Sabmits His Argu- 
ment on the Motion to Quash Indictments. 

Boston, Mass., March 30.—A hearing on the 
petition to quash the indictments ayainst the 
members of the whisky trust was had today 
before Judge Nelson. District Attorney Al- 
len, addressing the court, said the counsel rep- 
resenting the defendants -in the case of the 
United States against Joseph B. Greenhut 
were there prepared to present to the court 
their position on the pleas they had filed. 
They desired to present two or three points, 
and he had wished to go on in the customary 
way, but by the advice of his physician he 
would be unable to do so, and he had there- 
fore suggested that they might submit the 
matter principally upon briefs. Mr. Root de- 
clared that they could not object to it in sub- 
stance in view of the condition in which the 
district attorney found himself, but would 
simply like to know something of the position 
he takes. This being agreed to the hearing 
proceeded on the motion to quash, 

Mr. Root opened the argument by stating 
the substance of the indictment and the mo- 
tion to quash. He said that the indictment 
merely charged in substance that the officers 
of a legally incorporated institution had man- 
ufactured distilled spirits in a legal manner 
and sold them at prices which they fixed them- 
selves, and that having done this they made 
sales in Massachusetts and monopolized the 
trade in distilled spirits and exacted from the 
people large sums of money. Mr. Root was 
at a loss to know what crime had been com- 
mitted. The law made it an offense to mo- 
nopolize trade and commerce between the 
States, but the present indictment did not 
allege that the defendants had done anything 
of che kind, and it merely charged a monopo- 
ly of trade in one State. Continuing Mr. 
Root said: 

The only things in the indictment which 
can be conjectured as furnishing ground for 
such a charge as is made against the deéfend- 
‘ants are the rebate contracts. Now the com- 
pany merely made an offer to Mills, Gaffney, 
and others to sell them spirits, and if the lat- 
ter would purchase exclusively from the com- 
pany they were to receive a rebate, the spirits 
at the time of sale being the lawful property 
of the company. Under that offer the rebate 
was to be paid in six months, Does that con- 
stitute a contract in restraint of trade? The 
was willing to sell to anybody on 
— 


ng to the question whether the facts of 
dictment show any rulawful monopoly. 
M oot said: The question is whether in 
the dealing of the corporation in its qwn prop- 
erty manufactured by it it has been 
guilty of monopolizing trade or commerce, 
‘There is no suggestion of enhancing a price; 
no taking into consideration the matter of re- 
bates. The essential idea of property is 
monopoly.“ continued he, the right to prop- 
erty is the right to monopolize. The exercise 
of the rights of the defendants does not inter- 
fere with the rights of others. I challenge the 
prosecution to point to a single case in which 
the right of private property has been denied 
on the ground that its management consti- 
tuted a monopoly. The cases which I have 
been able to find all pass upon cuntracts to 
limit the production,” 

Mr. Root further said that in the present 
case the indictment. charges that the defend- 
ants have produced too much, As well might 
the grand jury have indicted great modern 
merchanté because by offering large discounts 
they monopolized the dry-goods trade. 

District-Atturney Allen said the government 
would submit its case in about a week.

MUST OPERATE ITS OWN TELEGRAPH. 


Contract Between the Union Pacific and 
Western Union Declared Void. 

Wasutnetos, D. C., March 30.—Justice 
Brewer of the United States Supreme Court, 
sitting as a Judge for the Circuit Court em- 
bracing the district of Nebraska, rendered a 
decision today in the suit brought by the 
United States against the Western Union 
Telegraph company and the Union Pacifiv 
railway company to have declared illegal and 
annulled the contract between the Western 
Union and the Union Pacific by which the 
former operates the telegraph line along the 
line of the railroad. The decision sets aside 
the contract of 1881 between the two com- 

nies, and directs the Union Pacific hence- 

orth to operate its own telegraph line by its 
own agents and not through the instrumental- 
ity of the Westérn Union. 

This suit was brought by the United States 
under an act of Congress passed in 1888, de- 
claring that all railroads which had received 
government aid and were required under their 
charter to maintain telegraph lines shall hence- 
forward maintain and exercise by themselves 
alone all the telegraph franchises conferred 
upon them. Justice Brewer in his opinion 
Says the telegraphic franchise granted the 
railway 8 by the charter acts was not 
the mere right to place a telegraph wire along 
the railroad for its use. A telegraph wire is 
as much a part of a railroad as depots or 
wrecking trains. What was meant was a tele- 
graph line for public and commercial uses, 
as independent. and complete in itself as 


though not built along the railroad right of | 


way or used at all in connection with its opera- 
tion. The contract between the rai com- 
pany and the railroad operates to transfer this 
telegraphic franchise to the former, and was 
intended to make it the exclusive beneficiary 
thereof. The contract provisions mean that 
the telegraphic business should be exercised 
by the Western Union alone, and that no 
other company, railway or telegra h, should 
touch it. The purpose as disel in every 
line of the contract was that the public and 


commercial use of the telegraph wires 
should belong to the Western Union, 
leaving to railway company only 


so much use of them as was necessary for its 
own business. Justice Brewer said he had no 
doubt this transfer was beyond the authority 
eonferred by the 22 acts of 1862 and 
1864, but if there were any doubt it had been 
removed by the act of 1888, passed in the ex- 
ercise of the reserved power to alter or amend 
the charter, commanding the railway com- 
pany to exercise all the duties of its telegraph | 
franchise. The Justice said he was inclined 
to assume that the contentions of the counsel 
for the corporations that the contract was pe- 
cumarily beneficial to the railway company, 
and also that the public interests are in fact 
subserved by placi the commercial tele- 
graph business in the hands of the compan 
are sustainable, but said that the court Lould 
not by reason of this fact decline to enforce 
the plain mandate of the government which 
created the corpuration and gave it its powers. 
It was for Congress and not the courts to de- 
cide the question of policy. 


CAN NO LONGER EMPLOY ALIENS, 


American Ships Must Henceforth Be 
Manned by American Sailors Only. 
Special Agent George F. Stitch of the Im- 
migration Bureau yesterday received an 
opinion from the Treasury Department which 
will result in the prohibition of the employ- 
ment of Canadians as seamen on American 
vessels. The decision was called forth in a 
case where a Captain of an American vessel 
sailing on the lakes employed two female 
cooks at a Canadian port, and was arrested 
for violation of the Alien Contract Labor law. 
Being in doubt as as to the proper course to 
pursue Mr. Stitch laid the case before 
Treasury Department.

citizens of the 
States.’ If Congress has the powér, as un- 
questionably it has, to require that the office 
of vessels of the United States shall be citizens 
of this country, it also has the power to pre- 
scribe that only citizens of the United States 
shall be employed on American vessels as sea- 
men, or that it shall be unlawful to enter into 
contracts with aliens to perform service as 
seamén on board American vessels. While 
Congress not seen fit to probibit 
the employment of aliens on American 
vessels in express terms, yet I am of the opin- 
ion that bringing aliens or foreigners to this 
country under contract to perform labor as 
seamen on American vessels runnmg between 
the United States and Canada is in violation 
of the act of Feb. 26, 1885, and of the act of 
March 3, 1891.” 

Gen. Nettleton, Acting Secretary of the 
Treasury, indorsed this ruling, and said that 
any other construction of the law would tend 
to cripple American commerce, “a result, 
he says, which obviously Congress could not 
have intended. 

Under this decision Canadians can be barred 
from employment on American vessels, and, 
said Mr. Stitch, a Canadian may work on 
an American vessel during the season of navi- 
gation and then he goes to Canada for the 
winter, with the promise from the Captain of 
a job for the next season. That constitutes a 
contract, and allsuch contracts are in violation 
of the Alien Contract Labor law. Hundreds 
of just such cases occur every year in our lake 
ports, and the practice will be stopped. There 
are plenty of American seamen ready tc fill 


the places open for them without the vessel-
